Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  area  was  14,290 
compared  with  13,990  last  year. 

There  were  224  live  births  compared  with  230  last  year. 
Deaths  totalled  l60  giving  a natural  increase  of  64.  There 
was  therefore,  a movement  into  the  area  of  236  persons. 

The  statistics  remain  satisfactory  with  no  natornnl 
mortality,  nor  death  from  Tuberculosis.  Ischaemic  Heart 
disease  and  Cancer  are  still  the  main  causes  of  death  which 
accords  with  the  national  aspect  of  mortality. 

91  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  59  cases  last  year.  Parents  should  be  encouraged 
to  have  their  children  immunised  either  through  the  School 
medical  service  or  local  child  health  clinic  according  to  age 
of  the  child  or  by  General  Practitioners. 

Protection  against  German  Measles  (Rubella)  is  now  carried 
out  for  13  year  old  girls  either  through  the  School  medical 
service  or  by  General  Practitioners. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Council  for  their 
kind  consideration  during  the  year  and  express  my  appreciation 
cf  the  work  of  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  Watkins.

REFUSE  COLLEC TION 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


During  the  early  summer  a comprehensive  bin  count  survey  of  all 
properties  within  the  District  was  made.  This  proved  most  worthwhile  and 
enabled  us  to  carry  out  certain  adjustments  to  the  benefit  of  the  refuse 
service  in  general.  The  Council  also  agreed  to  a policy  of  removing  all 
bulky  household  articles  such  as  broken  refridgerators  unwanted  pianos  etc 
free  of  charge,  and  the  large  number  of  ratepayers  who  took  advantage  of 
this  service  was  surprising. 

A joint  effort  by  the  Lynn  Borough  and  ourselves  to  obtain  a large 
area  of  disused  gravel  pits  at  East  Winch  for  use  as  a refuse  tip  proved 
fruitless.  Refuse  was  disposed  of  at  Massingham  Heath,  and  also  at  the 
Setch  tip  which  was  shared  with  the  King's  Lynn  Corporation.

CONCLUSION 


The  year  1970  was  a fairly  active  one,  particularly  in  connection 
with  private  sector  housing.  For  example,  applications  under  the 
Building  Regulations  were  up,  some  468  as  against  357  in  the  previous 
year.  Likewise  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Discretionary 
Grants  given,  and  a most  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
Standard  Grants  approved. 

I am  sorry  to  say  no  Council  houses  were  erected,  although  we 
had  10  under  construction  at  East  Y/inch. 

On  31st  March,  the  Council  ceased  to  be  a 'later  Undertaking,  as 
all  these  functions  were  finally  handed  over  to  the  newly  formed 
North  West  Norfolk  Water  Board. 

One  worthwhile  and  interesting  feature  during  the  year  was  the 
opening  of  the  Council's  new  disposal  works  at  Grimston,  designed  to 
cope  with  the  sewage  of  Gayton,  Grimston  and  Roydon. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  for 
their  kindliness,  and  the  Clerk  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
their  valuable  co-operation.  I must  also  thank  all  of  my  staff  for 
their  most  valuable  assistance  throughout  the  year.
